Thirty-four 
bodies had been recovered when the 
message was filed at Teocelo.

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 9.—Intense 
excitement and panic rains among 
the inhabitants in the cities of Cor­ 
doba and Oirdeb in the western 
part of the state of Vera Cruz be­ 
cause of the opening of a new 
crater of the volcano of Orizaba, 
fifteen miles to the northward. The 
new crater is emiting' smoke,. ac­ 
cording to information received last 
night at the offices of the presi­ 
dential military staff * from army 
officers in the earthquake district. 
New advices tell of two hundred 
deaths near San Miguel and in the 
country districts near Cordoba, and 
it seems improbable that the final 
list of casualties will fall below 
the original estimate of two thou­ 
sand, even if the reports of one 
thousand deaths at Conztlan were 
exaggerated.

Olds, Red Cross Commissioner for 
Europe, reported today to national 
headquarters here that aggressive 
and continuing relief measures still 
were demanded by widespread suffer­ 
ing in Poland, the Baltic states and 
south Russia. He expressed convict­ 
ion that from now on the Russian 
problem would be a most vital one. 
All energy is being used to get re­ 
lief to satisfactory bases in the Bal­ 
tic and Black Seas regions, while 
the unit assigned to the Baltic states 
is being increased in personnel from 
54 to 70. Steps are also being taken 
at Constantinople to organize further 
relief measures in behalf of the ref­ 
ugees of south Russia. 
Of the total American personnel 
a large number ate stationed in 
France, conducting headquarters op­ 
erations, principally in connection 
with relief supplies and their trans­ 
portation. The personnel attached 
to the various commissions operating 
under directions from Paris total as 
follows: France, 28; Albania, 65; 
Czechoslovakia, 3; Greece, 5; Italy, 
29; Montenegro, 44; Poland, 131; 
Rumania, 29; Serbia, 96, West Rus­ 
sia, 54; South Russia, 25; England, 
5; Vienna, 12.

America was the leader of the world. All nations lifted their 
hats to the Republic that had dared to arm and fight for an 
ideal. This nation was universally admired, respected, and 
followed. Uncounted millions of people recently freed .from, the 
oppression of tyrants looked to the United States as the politi- 
cal saviour of the world. There was no nation and no people 
under the sun that did not respect the American government 
and pay homage to the nation's flag. 


When the soldiers returned from Europe they were ac-j 


claimed as crusaders who had crossed dangerous, seas to carry 
the blessing of freedom to the down-trodden.races^pf men. A 
soldier's uniform was an object of honor—almost of worship. 
Nowhere in America could one be found who would insult the 
army or denounce the uniform a soldier wore. .National con- 
sciousnees ruled the thought of the people.
